uary equaled the figure for Jan­ 
uary 1959.

Building volume in the unin­ 

corporated area plus the 22 cities 
served by the division, and in-i

to a total of 2251 building per­ 
mits with a valuation of $20,-

units. Comparable valuation fig­ 
ures for January 1969 are $20, 
981,327, and for the past month, 
December 1959, $24,181,9,15.

Furthermore, Websler 11 ! d, 
the fact, that the deceased vet­ 
erans ahvady might have ob­ 
tained a (Jl loan does not effect 
the widow's eligibility for one.

Webster added, if the widow 
is an eligible veteran, she ac­ 
crues no additional C,l loan 
rights becaxise of her husband'* 
death.
